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TIMBER 


A  teachers  college  is  a  vast  shipyard  wherein 
numbers  of  vessels  are  constructed  and  launched 
each  year.  Material  for  the  work  is  carefully  selected 
and  tested  before  being  shaped  for  use. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  contracts,  the  laying  of  the 
keels  is  begun.  It  is  not  long  before  the  hulls  begin 
to  take  shape.  This  part  of  the  building  must  proceed 
with  care,  lest  faulty  material  or  careless  work  make 
the  vessels  unfit. 

Should  a  structural  weakness  be  overlooked  in 
these  early  stages  of  construction,  precious  time  and 
effort  are  lost  in  making  the  vessel  seaworthy. 

Step  by  step,  the  ship  nears  completion.  Every 
piece  of  eguipment  must  be  subjected  to  a  thorough 
test  before  it  is  declared  fit  for  service.  After  launch- 
ing the  ship,  she  must  undergo  a  trial  trip  to  determine 
her  worth.  There  is  a  steady  demand  for  the  finished 
product,  especially  if  it  be  a  fine  one. 

The  ships  then  sail  forth  to  put  in  at  many  ports. 
Some  are  not  prepared  to  ride  the  heavy  seas  that 
are  encountered.  Others  make  headway  in  any 
weather. 

The  teacher  often  finds  the  sailing  rough.  Trouble 
is  constantly  brewing,  but  if  preparation  and  con- 
struction are  sound,  the  voyage  is  filled  with  adven- 
ture and  with  satisfaction  in  holding  the  course.

ADVISORY  GROUPS 


The  orientation  system  in  the  Glassboro  State  Teachers  College  is  a 
friendly  hand  thrust  out  10  all  newcomers  by  the  students,  the  faculty,  and 
the  principal.  Social  contacts  begin  long  before  actual  registration,  for  as 
soon  as  the  prospective  student  is  notified  that  he  has  passed  the  entrance 
examinations  set  up  as  a  means  of  selection,  a  breezy  and  sparkling  letter 
comes  to  his  door.  When  he  reads  it,  he  discovers  that  he  has  a  Big  Brother 
or  Sister  at  the  school,  a  sophomore  who  stands  ready  to  steer  him  through 
the  adventures  of  the  first  year. 

These  letters  arrive  in  July,  and  are  often  followed  by  jolly  visits  when 
questions  of  all  kinds  are  asked  and  answered.  Pictures  are  exchanged,  and 
definite  plans  for  the  First  Day  are  formulated  weeks  before  the  opening  of 
school. 

On  the  First  Day,  the  freshmen,  with  their  parents  and  the  Big  Brothers 
and  Sisters,  meet  the  principal  and  the  faculty  in  the  auditorium  where  a  rous- 
ing welcome  is  given.  Then  regular  classes  are  held,  the  parents  attending 
and  participating  in  the  discussions.  All  have  luncheon  together  and  then 
visit  classes  until  three  o'clock. 

During  the  first  week,  all  kinds  of  get-together  parties  are  given.  Various 
sections  arrange  hikes,  hot-dog  roasts,  and  "treasure  hunts".  On  Thursday 
all  classes  assemble  in  the  gymnasium  where  the  faculty  and  students  "out 
on"  stunts,  play  games  of  a  humorous  nature,  and  have  one  grand  party  en 
masse.  Refreshments,  dancing,  and  pleasant  conversation  make  this  a  real 
occasion. 

In  order  to  help  the  new  students  clear  all  possible  hurdles,  advisory 
groups  are  formed  early  in  the  term.  These  groups  are  composed  of  one 
instructor  and  an  equal  number  of  freshmen  and  sophomores  who  meet  twice 
a  month  for  discussions  of  all  kinds.  Some  of  the  1937  activities  included  the 
taking  of  personality  tests,  commenting  upon  and  practicing  the  rules  of  eti- 
quette, planning  and  giving  parties  at  the  school  or  in  the  homes  of  the 
faculty  adviser,  earning  money  for  Camp  Savitz,  and  for  American  Red  Cross 
projects,  and  discussing  the  ever  present  problems  of  how  to  budget  time,  to 
take  notes,  and  to  "get  along"  with  people. 

By  this  time  the  freshman  has  made  friends  among  students  and  faculty, 
and  is  beginning  to  gain  a  clear  idea  of  his  particular  needs  for  the  all- 
round  development  that  is  the  goal  of  every  graduate  of  the  Glassboro  State 
Teachers  College.

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EXPERIENCES 


The  paramount  purpose  of  the  Big  Brother  and  Sister  Organization  is  io 
give  the  students  opportunities  to  put  into  actual  practice  those  theories  which 
they  have  studied  in  their  various  courses.  To  do  this  effectively,  each  student 
is  assigned  for  practical  study  a  little  brother  or  sister  who  is  of  the  age  level 
in  which  the  student  is  interested.  He  then  assumes  the  responsibility  for  that 
child's  welfare,  being  concerned  with  his  health,  habits  of  woik,  and  general 
well-being.  Much  first-hand  information  concerning  the  needs  and  abilities 
of  children  is  gained  by  the  student.  To  illustrate  —  What  procedures  should 
be  followed  if  a  child  does  not  want  to  play  a  game  chosen  by  the  group;  if 
he  doesn't  follow  the  rules  of  the  game;  if  he  has  no  rubbers  for  damp  days; 
if  he  loses  his  hat  or  coat?  In  the  lunch  room,  what  should  be  done  in  prob- 
lems concerning  the  choice  of  food,  table  manners,  table  talk,  and  the  count- 
less necessary  corrections?  This  form  of  real  child  study  helps  the  student  to 
be  aware  of  the  many  types  of  information  needed  in  child  training,  and,  inci- 
dentally, it  crowds  in  upon  him  the  necessity  for  accepted  standards  in  his 
own  behavior. 

The  organization,  as  a  whole,  plans  and  gives  a  Hallowe'en  party  and  a 
Christmas  party  each  year  for  the  children  adopted  as  little  brothers  or  sisters. 
These  undertakings  afford  excellent  experience  in  managing  and  entertaining 
a  large  group  of  children.  It  would  be  difficult  to  estimate  the  values  of  such 
a  brotherhood.  Every  student  is  better  equipped  to  cope  with  new  and  diffi- 
cult situations.  Each  has  come  to  look  upon  experiences  in  the  Big  Brother 
and  Sister  Organization  as  his  initial  step  in  Student  Teaching. 


From  the  first  day  of  the  freshman  year,  students  begin  to  study  the 
problems  of  teaching  and  to  participate  in  schoolroom  activities.  One  of  the 
first  courses  offered  is  "Introduction  to  Education",  in  which  students  are  intro- 
duced to  the  profession  not  only  by  discussing  the  problems  of  teaching,  but 
also  by  seeing  classroom  work.  At  Vineland,  the  Spring  Road  School  is 
maintained  as  a  demonstration  center;  in  Glassboro,  the  kindergarten  of  the 
public  schools  is  open  for  observation. 

During  the  junior  and  senior  years,  the  student  is  permitted  to  try  her  skill 
at  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state.  For  one  full  quarter  of  these 
years,  student  teaching  is  done  under  the  direction  of  competent  field  critics. 
Supervisors  visit  the  student  during  both  terms  of  student  teaching,  offer  expert 
advice,  confer  with  the  student  and  the  critic,  teach  demonstration  lessons, 
and  in  many  ways  help  to  smooth  the  rough  road  of  experience.  At  least 
twice  during  each  term  of  "practice",  the  students  return  to  the  College  for 
conferences  on  the  problems  that  they  are  meeting.  During  this  time,  they 
have  an  opportunity  to  confer  with  members  of  the  faculty  and  to  make  use 
of  the  College  library. 

Each  year,  during  the  practice  teaching  term,  the  Teachers  College  is  host 
to  the  field  critics  who  come  for  a  day  of  conference  on  problems  of  teaching 
and  teacher  training.  A  survey  of  the  programs  of  these  critic  conferences 
shows  there  have  been  discussed  such  topics  as  the  social  studies  in  the 
elementary  school,  effective  lesson  planning,  demonstration  teaching,  profes- 
sional relationships,  problems  in  teaching  various  school  subjects,  and  the 
need  for  studying  the  child.  At  present,  plans  are  pending  for  the  offering  of 
special  courses  at  the  College  for  teachers  who  plan  to  become  approved  field 
critics  for  our  school. 


DEMONSTRATION  CENTERS 


In  order  that  Glassboro  State  Teachers  College  might  give  its  students  the 
widest  possible  elementary  training,  the  directors  have  been  very  careful  in 
choosing  the  Demonstration  Centers.  These  centers  represent  the  types  of 
schools  most  frequently  found  in  South  Jersey. 

As  a  consequence,  we  have  the  Demonstration  School  which  is  a  part  of 
the  College,  the  Glassboro  Kindergarten,  and  the  Spring  Road  School.  The 
first  embodies  most  of  the  characteristics  of  a  suburban  one-room  school  in 
which  one  teacher  has  five  grades.    The  second  is  a  large,  well  equipped

room  where  there  are  two  classes  which  provide  opportunity  for  observing 
both  American-born  and  foreign  children.  The  two-teacher  school  at  Spring 
Road  gives  us  a  rural  situation.  In  addition,  several  nearby  schools  cooper- 
ate with  the  College  in  presenting  examples  of  progressive  teaching. 

In  all  of  these  schools,  the  instructors  make  special  efforts  to  use  their 
respective  environments  in  their  teaching.  The  purpose  of  such  diversity  is 
evident;  the  students  can  see  basic  methods  in  operation  under  varied  environ- 
mental conditions.

CLUBS  AND  SOCIETIES 


Have  you  read  Sandburg's  recent  collection  of  verse?  .  .  .  They  say  Mrs. 
Akeley's  accounts  of  her  African  adventures  are  thrilling  .  .  .  Have  you  orga- 
nized your  collections  of  geological  specimens?  .  .  .  "Oh,"  wails  the  busy  stu- 
dent, "I'd  like  to  enjoy  these  delightful  things,  but  there  is  no  time  for  them." 

In  our  college  this  difficulty  is  overcome.  The  opportunity  to  develop 
leisure  time  interests,  to  read  current  literature,  and  to  renew  acquaintance 
with  the  classics,  is  part  of  curricular  -  rather  than  extra-curricular  experience 
at  Glassboro.  Each  student  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  six  literary  societies 
and  elects,  in  addition,  one  or  more  of  the  special  interest  clubs  that  are  spon- 
sored by  the  school.  Through  these  organizations  the  student  is  helped  "to 
keep  in  step"  with  "the  march  of  time".  Books  are  reviewed,  plays  are  read, 
hobbies  are  encouraged,  and  creative  work  of  all  types  is  fostered. 

Poise,  self-confidence,  and  a  knowledge  of  parliamentary  procedure  are 
natural  and  valuable  outgrowths  of  the  experience  that  is  gained  in  planning 
and  conducting  the  work  of  the  various  clubs  and  societies. 

A  play  contest  is  sponsored  annually,  in  which  each  of  the  literary  so- 
cieties directs  and  presents  an  original  play  for  the  student  body.  The  faculty 
committee  chosen  to  award  the  cup  for  the  best  production,  presented  it  this 
year  to  Tau  Phi  for  their  play,  "  'Twixt  the  Cup  and  the  Lip". 

Short  story  and  oratorical  contests  are  other  projects  which  are  carried  on 
by  these  organizations. 

A  committee  composed  of  one  representative  from  each  society  brings  to 
the  school  outstanding  speakers,  writers,  artists,  explorers,  and  scientists. 
Among  those  who  have  delighted  us  during  the  past  three  years  are  Richard 
Haliburton,  Robert  Frost,  Carl  Sandburg,  and  Mrs.  Carl  Akeley. 

For  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  membership  in  the  special  interest 
clubs,  each  organization  is  permitted  to  speak  for  itself. 


HOME  ECONOMICS  CLUB 

The  Home  Economics  Club  furthers  the  interests  of  its  members  through 
participation  in  the  many  social  functions  of  the  school  year,  as  well  as 
through  excursions  and  demonstrations  to  supplement  the  study  of  topics  re- 
lated to  home  making. 

A  major  interest  of  the  club  has  been  the  study  of  those  appliances  that 
promote  household  economy  and  efficiency.  The  possibilities  and  values  of 
electrical  equipment  in  cookery  and  refrigeration,  for  example,  were  demon- 
strated this  year  in  a  practical  and  delightful  way  by  Mrs.  Alice  Howard, 
home  economist. 

Household  lighting  has  undergone  radical  and  far-reaching  changes  dur- 
ing the  last  decade.  A  visit  to  the  Architects'  Building  in  Philadelphia  brought 
club  members  up  to  date  in  this  matter  and  stimulated  further  investigation 
concerning  light  in  relation  to  efficiency  and  health. 

Mrs.  Gertrude  Stanyon,  a  former  home  economics  teacher  of  Minneapolis, 
gave  the  club  an  hour  filled  with  new  suggestions  on  the  preparation  and 
serving  of  dainty  and  wholesome  desserts.  The  opportunity  to  experiment 
with  seasonal  cookery,  to  prepare  table  decorations,  and  to  plan  novel  ways 
of  entertaining  have  provided  many  enjoyable  hours  for  club  members. 

The  Mother's  Day  Tea  is  one  of  the  social  events  in  which  the  Home 
Economics  Club  has  a  part.  Such  details  as  planning  the  menu,  arranging 
tables,  and  organizing  the  service  are  among  the  responsibilities  of  the  club 
members. 


DRAMATIC  CLUB 

Our  Dramatic  Club  is  a  theatrical  laboratory  for  testing  the  talent  of  its 
members  in  directing,  staging,  and  acting.  The  fifty  members  (thirty  of  whom 
are  freshmen)  are  absorbed  in  carrying  on  experiments  with  one-act  plays, 
pantomimes,  and  skits,  testing  the  merits  of  each,  and  frequently  being  thrilled 
by  the  discovery  of  unsuspected  talent.  In  order  to  be  conversant  with  stage 
matters,  they  keep  in  close  contact  with  the  latest  development  in  the  dramatic 
world,  giving  regular  reports  on  showings  in  the  local  moving  picture  houses 
and  on  current  plays  in  Philadelphia. 

During  the  year,  they  share  the  results  of  their  experiments  by  giving  a 
Mother's  Day  Play  and  several  chapel  programs.  Two  plays  given  this  year 
were  entitled,  "Clock  Shop"  and  "Make-up".  Other  activities  are  the  St. 
Patrick's  Day  Dance  and  the  maintenance  of  the  school  costume  wardrobe. 
Under  the  helpful  guidance  of  Miss  Tohill,  the  laboratory  is  operating  with  the 
full  steam  of  enthusiasm  for  the  purpose  of  giving  potential  actors  "a  place  in 
the  sun"  theatrically  speaking. 


MUSIC  CLUB 


Music  Club  members  find  much  pleasure  in  sharing  their  musical  ability 
and  appreciation  with  others.  Among  the  interesting  features  of  the  Music 
Club  programs  for  1936-1937  were  the  humorous  attempts  of  the  members  to 
learn  to  play  their  harmonicas,  the  "song  fest"  with  the  Men's  Club  as  guests, 
and  stories  and  music  from  the  operas  "Carmen",  and  "Faust". 

Meetings  during  the  spring  months  were  devoted  to  coaching  the  children 
of  the  Demonstration  School  for  the  operetta,  "Goldilocks  and  the  Three  Bears". 
This  operetta  together  with  a  lecture-recital  by  the  distinguished  harpist,  Doro- 
thy Johnstone-Basseler,  were  highlights  in  the  programs  presented  by  the  club 
during  National  Music  Week  which  occurs  in  May. 


PSYCHOLOGY  CLUB 


It  is  the  major  purpose  of  the  club  to  study  those  phases  of  psychology 
that  are  of  interest  to  the  group  but  which  are  not  a  part  of  regular  class  work. 

During  the  year,  field  excursions  are  made  to  the  Psychological  Clinic  at 
the  University,  to  the  Vineland  Training  School,  to  the  Camden  Detention 
Home,  and  the  Jamesburg  State  Home  for  Boys.  These  interesting  trips  afford 
opportunity  for  the  practical  study  of  problems  discussed  during  club  periods. 

The  organization  is  a  member  of  the  State  Psychology  Club  and  has  had 
the  privilege  of  entertaining  that  body  at  Glassboro.  Speakers  in  the  field  of 
child  study  are  brought  to  the  school  at  various  intervals. 

Camping  trips,  parties,  and  other  entertainments  are  but  some  of  the 
events  of  the  program  of  the  Psychology  Club. 


GLEE  CLUB 


The  Girls'  Glee  Club  was  organized  in  1923,  and  has  become  one  of  the 
largest  special  interest  groups  in  the  school.  This  year  it  has  a  membership 
of  one-hundred  twenty-five  students.  Rehearsals  are  held  Wednesday  after- 
noons during  the  club  season,  October  to  April. 

Among  the  interesting  compositions  in  rehearsal  as  the  Yearbook  goes  to 
press  are:  "The  Swan,"  by  Saint-Saens;  "The  Lavendar  Beds,"  by  Bornschein; 
"Venetian  Love  Song,"  by  Nevin;  "The  Old  Refrain,"  by  Kreisler;  and  "Gypsy 
Life,"  by  Schumann.  This  last  selection  will  be  accompanied  by  guitars,  tam- 
bourines, and  castanets. 

The  club  members  have  not  only  the  opportunity  to  hear  new  music  and 
acquire  skill  in  its  interpretation,  but  also  learn  to  know  each  other  better 
through  speaking  a  universal  language,  music. 


HISTORY  CLUB 


The  aims  of  the  club  are  to  stimulate  an  interest  in  history  and  world 
affairs,  to  allow  those  so  interested  to  further  that  hobby,  to  acquaint  the  mem- 
bers with  the  colorful  local  events  in  the  annals  of  New  Jersey,  and  to  secure 
illustrative  material  for  use  in  teaching. 

Former  advisers  of  the  club  were  Miss  Willard  and  Miss  Knox.  Under 
their  supervision,  trips  were  taken  to  historic  shrines  in  Woodbury,  at 
Hancock's  Bridge,  in  Salem  and  Philadelphia,  and  at  Valley  Forge.  In  1935, 
Dr.  Wilson  succeeded  Miss  Willard  as  director  of  the  History  Department  and 
became  the  adviser  of  the  club.  With  a  steady  increase  in  membership,  it 
has  become  possible  to  widen  the  scope  of  activities  of  the  organization.  Such 
events  as  mock  congresses  and  debates  have  been  carried  on.  In  1936,  the 
History  Club  welcomed  Dr.  Roorbach  as  co-adviser  with  Dr.  Wilson. 

Some  of  the  highlights  in  our  club  activities  have  been  the  annual  dough- 
nut sale,  our  1936  New  York  trip,  tea  at  Dr.  Wilson's  home,  and,  more  recently, 
the  stories  of  Dr.  Roorbach's  personal  experiences  in  the  World  War. 


MEN'S 


promote  fellowship  among  the  men  of  the  school  and  to  further  those  interests 
which  are  distinctly  masculine. 

Twice  each  month  the  men  assemble  to  discuss  the  problems  they  will 
meet  as  teachers  and  elementary  school  principals.  High  school  principals 
and  school  supervisors  are  often  guests  at  these  meetings.  With  such 
speakers  as  these  and  the  advice  of  Mr.  Winans,  the  men  have  been  given 
an  insight  into  the  real  meaning  of  teaching. 

Once  each  year  comes  an  opportunity  to  demonstrate  the  talents  of  the 
men  of  the  school.  The  week  of  January  seventh  was  chosen  this  year  as 
the  date  for  this  presentation. 

As  an  introduction  to  the  week's  activities,  a  chapel  program  was  given, 
consisting  of  musical  selections.  A  fashion  show  for  men  was  staged  in  a 
clever  skit  in  which  sport,  business,  informal,  and  formal  attire  was  modeled 
by  members  of  the  club.  The  third  event  was  an  illustrated  travel  lecture 
by  Mr.  D.  T.  Steelman,  former  Superintendent  of  Gloucester  County  Schools, 
giving  glimpses  of  his  recent  trip  through  Northern  Europe.  The  last  program 
was  a  mock-rehearsal  of  an  old  fashioned  melodrama,  "The  Last  Loaf,"  which 
left  the  student  body  in  joyous  mood.  The  "Men's  Club  Ball",  given  in  the 
gymnasium  of  the  school,  brought  to  its  close  a  week  of  enjoyable  activities. 

With  an  ever  increasing  demand  for  men  in  the  field  of  teaching,  their 
enrollment  at  Glassboro  grows  greater  each  year.  We  predict  for  the  Men's 
Club  a  bright  future. 


ART  CLUB 


The  Art  Club  exerts  a  broadening  influence  on  the  hobbies  and  interest 
of  its  many  members.  A  casual  observer  at  one  of  the  meetings  would  im- 
mediately notice  the  unusual  scope  of  its  activities.  Practical,  decorative,  and 
novel  objects  are  always  in  process  of  construction.  Art  Club  members  are 
given  many  opportunities  to  become  adept  in  the  use  of  such  materials  as 
leather,  metal,  raffia,  and  wool.  The  loom  which  the  club  recently  pur- 
chased is  in  constant  use  for  the  making  of  purses  in  many  interesting  designs. 
This  attractive  accessory  will  add  just  the  right  note  to  the  spring  costume. 
The  Art  Club  experiences  offer  practical  suggestions  for  the  teacher  in  direct- 
ing the  work  with  children.  It  is  not  surprising  that  a  student  who  joins  the 
club  because  she  enjoys  one  phase  of  its  activities,  soon  discovers  what  a 
multitude  of  other  hobbies  are  hers  for  the  observing  and  the  doing. 


OUTDOOR  CLUB 


The  Outdoor  Club  Oak,  which  is  at  the  head  of  the  ravine  leading  to  the 
amphitheater,  is  the  favorite  place  for  a  meeting  of  the  Outdoor  Club.  The 
programs  of  these  out-of-door  gatherings  often  include  the  planting  of  flower 
beds  to  beautify  our  campus  and  the  planning  of  arbor  days.  When  club 
funds  permit,  the  members  feast  on  marshmallows  and  hot  dogs. 

Week  ends  at  Camp  Savitz  are  frequent  delights.  Here,  the  girls  hike, 
canoe,  and  swim.  Inclement  weather  finds  them  in  the  cozy  living  room, 
gathered  around  the  fireplace,  telling  stories.  The  tale  of  the  Camp  Ghost  is 
told  and  retold  for  the  benefit  of  the  freshmen.  Poe's  "Tales  of  Mystery" 
takes  on  a  new  and  breath-taking  quality  when  read  by  the  light  of  the  blaz- 
ing logs.  Out-of-door  activities  put  life  into  jaded  appetites  and  cooking 
becomes  an  adventure  and  a  necessity  during  these  carefree  week  ends 
at  camp. 


ASSOCIATION  FOR  CHILDHOOD  EDUCATION 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1935-1936,  the  Senior,  Junior,  and 
Freshman  students  of  the  Kindergarten-Primary  Department  organized  the 
first  New  Jersey  Student  Branch  of  the  National  Association  for  Childhood 
Education.  Membership  in  the  club  is  open  to  those  who  are  interested  in 
any  phase  of  the  education  of  young  children. 

The  purposes  of  the  national  organization  are  to  bring  into  active  co- 
operation all  childhood  education  agencies;  to  unify  the  work  of  the  nursery 
school,  kindergarten,  and  primary  grades;  to  gather  and  disseminate  knowl- 
edge of  the  various  movements  for  the  education  of  young  children;  and  to 
raise  the  standard  of  the  professional  training  for  teachers  and  leaders  in 
this  field.  Members  are  kept  informed  of  national  and  state  activities  in 
primary  education  through  pamphlets  and  through  regional  and  state  meet- 
ings. Delegates  from  our  club  attended  the  international  convention  in  New 
York  in  May,  1936,  the  Plainfield  "A.  C.  E."  day  in  October,  and  the  Atlantic 
City  departmental  meeting  for  Kindergarten  leaders  in  November.  A  mem- 
ber of  our  club  serves  on  the  State  Executive  Committee  of  the  New  Jersey 
Kindergarten  Association. 

The  club  meets  once  a  month.  Its  programs  to  date  have  included 
the  making  of  Christmas  decorations,  the  reviews  of  current  topics  in  "Child- 
hood Education,"  illustrated  travel  talks,  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Glassboro 
Kindergarten  Pre-School  Circle,  and  an  address  by  Mrs.  Rhoda  B.  Steelman, 
president  of  the  Camden  A.  C.  E.  Children's  games  and  songs,  refreshments, 
and  a  jolly  time  are  an  essential  part  of  every  meeting.  A  social  gathering 
in  May  will  conclude  this  active  program  for  the  first  year. 

It  seems  particularly  fitting  that  the  Student  Branch  at  Glassboro  should 
have  its  beginning  in  the  year  that  celebrates  the  one  hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  first  kindergarten  at  Blankenburg,  Germany. 


SCRIBE  AND  SCROLL  CLUB 


The  members  of  the  Scribe  and  Scroll  Club  hold  semi-monthly  meetings 
to  discuss  their  original  poetry  and  prose,  to  review  excerpts  from  the  best 
of  modern  literature,  to  criticize  their  own  work  impartially,  and  to  share  with 
each  other  information  concerning  writers'  contests  as  conducted  by  adver- 
tising companies  or  magazines.  Irene  Marshall,  a  senior  member,  won  the 
short  story  contest  this  year,  and  last  winter  Mary  Pizzuto,  a  sophomore,  had 
several  poems  published  in  "Poetry". 

No  assignments  are  given.  Each  member  reads  aloud  her  writing  to  the 
group  which  offers  constructive  criticism  about  the  technique  and  organization 
of  the  work.  Each  one  is,  therefore,  a  contemporary  scribe  with  paper  as  a 
scroll  on  which  are  recorded  imaginative  bits  that  interpret  life  as  it  seems 
to  be — school  affairs,  the  pangs  of  various  kinds  of  disappointment,  the  call 
and  significance  of  outdoor  nature,  the  struggle  for  survival  so  evident  in  all 
phases  of  life,  and  the  hopes  that  lie  beyond  the  here  and  now. 

Copies  of  the  poems  are  distributed  to  the  group  as  a  nucleus  for  later 
inspiration,  examples  of  picturesque  speech  are  kept  in  personal  note- 
books, as  well  as  single  sentences  which  merit  being  studied  at  leisure.

Every  student  embarking  upon  a  college  career  looks  forward  to  "dorm- 
ing."  Former  graduates  who  have  lived  in  the  dormitories  recall  with  pleasure 
the  eventful  days  spent  there.  The  opportunity  to  live  in  either  Oak  or 
Laurel  Hall  is  a  pleasurable  and  coveted  experience  of  college  days. 

The  Dormitory  Association,  with  the  help  of  the  dean,  assistant  dean,  and 
nurse,  plans  and  guides  the  program  of  activities.  A  full  schedule  of  social, 
recreational,  and  educational  experiences  leaves  no  time  for  that  freshman 
ailment  known  as  homesickness.  Dances,  banquets,  or  novel  entertainments 
are  monthly  events.  Under  our  own  recreational  director,  tennis,  archery, 
croquet,  roller  skating,  horseback  riding,  and  bicycling  may  be  enjoyed. 


VESPERS 


When  the  open  spaces  call,  there 
are  such  activities  as  hiking,  outdoor 
suppers,  hare  and  hounds,  treasure 
and  scavenger  hunts,  and  "doggy" 
roasts.

COMMUNITY  CONTACTS 


Just  as  participation  in  community  undertakings  is  a  duty  of  the  lull- 
fledged  teacher,  so  it  is  a  feature  of  Glassboro  student  life.  Each  year 
certain  groups  are  privileged  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Glassboro  Preschool 
Study  Group,  an  organization  composed  of  mothers  of  children  under  five 
years  of  age.  Other  students  are  encouraged  to  teach  in  Vacation  Bible 
School  and  in  the  Sunday  School  classes  of  their  local  churches.  Every 
year  the  returning  classes  boast  of  members  who  have  worked  the  summer 
away  in  camps  for  children.  Frequently,  our  students  speak  at  high  school 
assemblies,  Rotarian  and  Soroptimist  gatherings,  and  Parent-Teacher  meetings. 

In  connection  with  class  work,  many  visits  are  made  to  political  con- 
ventions and  meetings  and  to  sessions  of  the  legislature.  Even  more  fre- 
quent are  excursions  to  industrial  and  civic  centers. 

In  addition  to  practice  teaching,  the  seniors  have  many  associations 
with  the  schools  of  Gloucester  County.  When  occasion  arises  they  sub- 
stitute for  teachers  who  are  ill,  or  who  wish  a  day  for  observing  in  other 
schools  or  for  attending  teacher  conventions.

PROFESSIONAL  GROWTH 


The  teacher  finds  adventure  and  true  recompense 
for  all  her  worries  in  evoking  desirable  responses  where 
formerly  the  unsatisfactory  flourished,  and  in  helping 
youngsters  to  do  well  and  joyously  the  things  that  life 
demands.  That  the  challenge  of  this  opportunity  is  felt 
by  good  teachers  everywhere  is  shown  by  the  increasing 
number  who  yearly  seek  to  improve  their  professional 
training  by  means  of  extension  work,  summer  school 
attendance,  and  graduate  study. 

This  year,  four  students  who  recently  received  de- 
grees from  nearby  liberal  arts  colleges  and  two  teachers 
from  adjoining  states  enrolled  at  Glassboro  for  pro- 
fessional study.  Five  members  of  the  class  of  '36  re- 
turned in  September  and  will  receive  their  degrees 
in  June. 

One  of  our  most  beloved  students  is  Mrs.  Smith,  who 
has  been  a  member  of  extension  groups  and  summer 
sessions  in  past  years.  She  is  seventy-one  years  "young," 
a  mother,  a  grandmother,  and  a  source  of  wisdom  and 
delight  to  all  of  us.  Mrs.  Smith  recently  retired  from 
active  service  and  came  to  Glassboro  to  become  a  mem- 
ber of  our  student  body.  She  thoroughly  enjoys  dorm 
life  and  is  loved  and  respected  by  her  new  college  friends. 
She  has  found  "The  excitement"  which  is  the  reward  of 
skilful  teaching.

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EXTENSION 

Saturday  morning!  The  busiest,  most  brimming  day  of  the  week  at  the  school  with 
music  and  history  classes  meeting  in  the  auditorium,  and  health  education  in  the  unit 
kitchens!  Two  hundred  extension  students  bring  new  life  and  added  vigor  to  the 
school  each  week. 

The  "jaded  school  teacher"  is  not  among  the  group.  Instead,  enthusiastic  work- 
ers come  to  study  the  problems  they  are  meeting  in  their  classrooms,  to  use  the  library, 
to  consult  with  instructors,  and  to  confer  with  each  other  about  the  difficult  situations 
they  encounter. 

In  addition  to  the  Saturday  groups,  several  classes  have  been  established  at 
centers  in  the  southern  part  of  the  state.  Altogether,  the  Extension  courses  given  dur- 
ing the  fall  term  number  eighteen  and  the  enrollment  approximates  three  hundred.  In- 
asmuch as  many  are  sacrificing  time  and  money  to  carry  on  the  work,  the  growth 
of  the  Extension  Department  is  most  gratifying. 

The  Summer  School  session  at  Glassboro  begins  during  the  last  week  in  June  and 
continues  for  five  weeks.  Work  is  intensive  and  is  based  on  student  participation. 
Problems  are  drawn  from  experience  in  service,  and  their  solutions  are  verified  by 
the  classroom  activities  of  the  Demonstration  School  that  is  maintained  for  the  purpose. 

The  students  who  attend  summer  school  from  year  to  year,  find  it  marked  by  an 
atmosphere  of  camaraderie  and  enthusiasm  that  is  appreciated  by  all  who  enroll  in 
the  school.  The  popularity  of  the  summer  classes  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  three- 
fourths  of  the  enrollment  last  summer  was  composed  of  former  students  and  under- 
graduates of  the  College  who  seek  educational  proficiency  while  securing  credits  for 
certificates. 

Courses  are  offered  to  meet  the  needs  of  teachers  who  are  completing  work  for 
the  Permanent  Elementary  Certificate,  the  three-year  Normal  Diploma,  the  B.S.  Degree 
in  Elementary  Education,  or  for  those  who  wish  to  pursue  courses  in  which  they 
are  especially  interested.

ALUMNI 


The  Alumni  Association  of  the  State  Teachers  College  at  Glassboro 
enjoys  an  enviable  and  perhaps  unique  history.  The  record  of  its  thirteen 
years  of  activity  is  a  part  of  the  treasured  heritage  of  the  school  and  a  dynamic 
force  in  present  student  life. 

A  major  objective  of  the  organization  is  to  know  the  personnel  of  its 
members.  Graduation  from  the  college  constitutes  initiation  into  the  Alumni 
Association.  A  cumulative  record  of  individual  members  has  been  built 
up  and  checked  yearly,  making  it  possible  to  have  available  at  a  moment's 
notice  the  personal  and  professional  history  of  each  of  the  1,995  members. 

The  Association  is  organized  with  a  view  to  wide  representation  through 
balloting  in  absentia  and  by  yearly  change  in  office.  The  home  room  presi- 
dents of  each  class  serve  as  contact  workers  for  the  Alumni  Association,  thus 
making  it  possible  to  reach  all  members  of  the  organization  through  their 
personal  friends. 

The  progressive  election  and  retirement  of  officers  and  the  appointment 
by  the  executive  committee  of  an  executive  secretary  and  a  faculty  represent- 
ative, each  of  whom  has  served  for  eight  years,  insure  stability  in  policy  and 
make  possible  long  time  projects  by  the  Association. 

The  regular  activities  of  the  Association  include:  (1)  a  picnic  and  the 
annual  meeting  at  Camp  Savitz  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June;  (2)  some  activity 
in  connection  with  the  convention  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Teachers  Associ- 
ation in  Atlantic  City  in  November;  (3)  an  Alumni  Day  at  the  College  on 
February  twelfth;  and  (4)  a  spring  banquet  at  Hotel  Walt  Whitman  in  Camden. 

Certain  activities  in  connection  with  the  State  Teachers  Annual  Con- 
vention were  instituted  by  the  Glassboro  Association  about  seven  years  ago. 
These  take,  as  a  rule,  three  forms:  an  informal  afternoon  reception,  a  luncheon, 
or  a  dinner  with  an  outstanding  guest  speaker. 

Registration  headquarters  are  maintained  at  Convention  Hall  through- 
out the  four  days  of  the  State  Meeting.  Here  Alumni  gather  to  greet  former 
classmates  and  to  enjoy  bits  of  news  concerning  events  at  Glassboro. 

An  outstanding  contribution  of  the  Alumni  was  the  presentation  of  a 
portrait  of  Dr.  Jerohn  J.  Savitz,  the  beloved  founder  and  president  of  the 
school.  The  portrait  was  unveiled  by  Eleanor  Louise  Thompson,  grand- 
daughter of  Dr.  Savitz.  Mr.  Gustav  Hunziker,  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
Dr.  Charles  Elliott,  Commissioner,  and  Mr.  Howard  Dare  White,  Assistant 
Commissioner  of  Education,  gave  the  addresses  before  the  eight  hundred 
guests  who  attended  the  function.  Two  hundred  personal  friends  of  Dr. 
Savitz  were  entertained  at  luncheon  and  received  autographed  prints  of 
the  portrait. 
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ALUMNI  BANQUET 


A  Student  Loan  Fund  was  established  in  1925  by  the  Alumni.  Each 
graduate  pledges  to  contribute  one  dollar  yearly  for  ten  years.  This  sum 
becomes  a  revolving  fund  that  is  available  for  worthy  students  who  need 
help  in  preparing  themselves  to  teach. 

An  interesting  joint  activity  of  the  student  and  alumni  groups  has  been 
the  purchase  and  maintenance  of  Camp  Savitz.  The  camp  is  located  seven 
miles  from  Glassboro  in  the  midst  of  a  beautiful  wood.  Shaded  foot  paths, 
an  old  mill  stream,  and  a  large  lake  for  canoeing  and  swimming  add  to  the 
delights  of  a  week-end  spent  in  the  rambling  old  farm  house.  The  camp 
was  purchased  nine  years  ago  with  but  two  hundred  fifty  dollars  capital.  A 
mock  burning  of  the  mortgage  was  held  last  year  at  which  time  alumni  told 
of  various  humorous  ways  in  which  funds  for  camp  had  been  earned.  Clear- 
ing the  Camp  indebtedness  has  been  the  chief  interest  and  drive  of  the 
Association  for  the  past  two  years.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  small  amount 
remaining  will  be  paid  in  the  near  future. 

The  loyalty  of  the  Glassboro  Alumni  Association  to  its  Alma  Mater  and 
to  the  cause  of  education  in  New  Jersey  indicates  its  importance  to  its  mem- 
bers and  its  stimulus  to  every  student  in  the  school.
